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Love shone through words 
at San Bernardino unity rally

SAN BERNARDINO=It was a rally 
where words like oppression, freedom, 
unity and needs came up frequently. It 
was a rally of heart and emotion. It was a 
rally of unity in faith, unity in need and 
unity in expression. It was called a 
“solidarity” rally. ; 


More than 1,000 people, mainly Hispa- 
nic, attended the rally in Nunez Park here 
Sunday and then processed to the church 
of Our Lady of Guadalupe, half a mile 
away, for evening mass and a closing 
ceremony of an occasion which was part 
protest, part anguish and part love. And 
there was very much love. 


THERE WAS LOVE for the church, love 
for Hispanic heroes like Cesar Chavez, 
farmworkers’ leader, who was there. Love 
for Gilberto Chavez, bishop, who was once 
pastor of that parish. Love for Phillip 
Straling, bishop-elect of what is now the 
diocese of San Bernardino. 


The language was Spanish almost 
exclusively. The language was mostly 
moderate, sometimes anguished, some- 
times vehement, but throughout the long 
afternoon and evening, from the green 
grass of the park to the crowded pews of 
the church, the language said, “Please 
hear us.” And their new bishop, Phillip 
Straling, listened. 


He listened on the platform in the park 
while the history of oppression of the 
people was recalled—oppression in the 
countries of Latin America and now, they

- HE LISTENED as Sister Sara Murrieta, 
Father Joseph Pawlicki, Father Frank 
Ponce, Father Patricio Guillen and emcee 
Father Gustavo Benson spoke. 


He listened as Cesar Chavez spoke, and 
while Jesuit Father Allen Figueroa Deck 
spoke. And, at the rally, then he, the new 
bishop, spoke. 


Bishop-elect Straling spoke of his 
promise to appoint a vicar for Spanish- 
speaking affairs as soon as his diocese is 
properly established. 


HE REMINDED THEM of Stephen, the 
first deacon and first martyr of the church, 
who was stoned to death in Jerusalem 
because the crowds wouldn't listen to him. 
And he promised them that he would keep 
his heart and mind open at all times to the 
needs of the Hispanics. 


The bishop-elect committed himself to 
action to change hearts and minds so that 
they listen to the cries of those who want to 
be heard in the name of Christ. 


The colored banners proclaiming De 
Colores and other slogans, the families 
gathered around the rally platform on the 
grass, coupled with the brisk afternoon 
sunshine and breeze, turned it into a fiesta 
and rally. 


SISTER ROSA Martha Zarate and Father 
Frank Ponce, noted duettists, led singing 
which comes so spontaneously and so 
melodiously from guitars and voices in 
such gatherings. 


When it came time to move off to the 
church, the long procession took the full 
length of Fifth Street from the park named 
for a monsignor who was pastor there from 


1939 to 1968 and whose spirit was 


assuredly among the crowd. 


As the front of the procession entered 
the church—led by a banner which 
exclaimed “Bienvenidos” to Bishops 
Chavez and Straling—the end of the long 
line was only just leaving the park. 


AT THE MASS Cesar Chavez read the 
Epistle and Bishop-elect Straling read the 


Gospel. Then came the turn of Bishop 


Gilberto Chavez to address “his” people, 
people from whom he sprung and for 
whom he has been shepherd for several 
years. 


As he spoke, posters were unfurled 
across the sanctuary which proclaimed 
unity and repeated the right to freedom

CONTINUING the theme of the whole 
afternoon he recounted the history of 
oppression, of the need for freedom and 
the strength of unity. He referred to his 
friend “Felipe”, the bishop-elect. He 
recalled the way Cesar Chavez had 
brought the campesinos from their

Ruffatti organ to debut 
at Coronado church 


CORONADO—The com- 
pany which built the organ 
in the church of the pope’s 


‘summer residence, Castel- 


gandolfo, has built its first 
in San Diego diocese. 


The Ruffatti pipe organ to 
be dedicated at Sacred 
Heart church here at noon 
on Sept. 24, has 36 ranks 
with 31 speaking stops: 
There are 2,683 individual 
pipes in its four divisions, 
built into “choral tribune” in 
the rear of the church. 


Ruffatti organs, since 
1700, have been built in 
many great basilicas, not 
least that of Our Lady of 
Fatima in Fatima, Portugal, 
and in the cathedral of San 
Francisco. 


Msgr. John R. Portman, 
pastor, said the specifica- 
tion for the organ was 
drawn up by the organist- 
choirmaster of Sacred 
Heart, Robert A. Paladino, 
in consultation with Ted 
Worth, concert organist, 
and the Ruffatti company. 


Worth will present the 
first in a series of concerts 
on the organ at 8 p.m. on 
the day of dedication, 
which will include works by 
Handel, Delius, Grieg and 
Mendelssohn. 

A notable feature of the 
organ is the trumpet 
“enchamade” or rank of 
pipes, which have been 
placed forward -from the 
choir tribune into the 
church.

Perhaps the biggest danger to human beings 
today is that they are becoming regarded as 
statistics. And in the period when we try to 
commemorate respect for life (Sunday, Oct. 1) we 
Catholics should be particularly conscious of this. 
Statistics. are impersonal. Statistics can be 
modified by a keyboard and a computer. It is all 
very clinical and dangerous. 


According to Jesuit Father James V. Schall, an 
associate professor at Georgetown University in 
Washington, D.C., and the author of “Welcome 
Number 4,000,000,000,” the population of Planet 
Earth is now around 4 billion to 4.5 billion persons. 
In the history of the human race so far, some 80 
billion to 90 billion persons have been born—so 
that perhaps five percent of all those ever born are 
living now. 


As Father Schall points out in-a recent article, 
“The centrality in Christian thought of the human 
person is critically important in any discussion of 
population. In the Christian view, the much 
discussed ‘population problem’ does not arise from 
deficiencies in resources but from values and 
choices at odds. with the meaning of the human 
person, the ultimate value around whom en else 
revolves.” 


Units of a species 


Those who see the explosion as a threat cease to 
look upon human beings as inviolate and view them 
simply as units of a species. The rights of humans 
are then subordinated to those who seek control 
and the individual ceases to have a personal value. 
So the person becomes secondary to the consid- 
erations of corporate, political, economic or other 
entities and, as Father Schall points out, “We are 
prepared to turn on him or her if circumstances 
dictate.” 


We as a nation, along with many others, fave 
already turned on the unborn person as a statistic 
to be eliminated, and abortion removes more than 
a million of these “statistics” a year in this country. 
It is only a matter of time before the eyes of the 
“controllers” turn towards the elderly, the aged and 
the insane or otherwise handicapped.

make it. The world can produce the food and other 
resources. It is man who has to come to terms with 
more equitable use and distribution of those 
resources. And, as history shows, human intelli- 


gence and ingenuity comes up with the answers by 


discovering new methods whenever a shortage of 
something appears imminent and dangerous.

Students need help in pro-life case 


Last September we discovered that 
mandatory registration fees paid by 
students at the University of California, 
San Diego include a mandatory student 
health policy which covers abortions. With 
further investigation we found that at feast 
275 abortions had been performed on 
UCSD coeds the previous year through 
this mandatory policy:

In any case, we do our loved ones 
no service by inhibiting their capacity 
to deal with the world they live in as it 
is. Nor can we live their lives for them.

Faith, knowledge and wisdom are virtues we would 
hope to instill in our children. Since Vatican II the way 
we teach children has changed drastically. Some of us 
feel uncomfortable without the memorized answers. But 
a look at the new teaching methods which encourage a 
child to put the answers in his or her own words 
encourages understanding. 


From understanding comes knowledge. And an 
emphasis on Christian action makes faith a lived 
experience. Faith is encouraged by knowledge and 
wisdom has a fertile field in which to grow. 


THE STRONG emphasis on the parent as educator, 
too, encourages the family to grow together in all these 
virtues. 


The gospel accounts do not give us a very good 
picture, even of someone so important as Mary. Yet we 


can surmise certain things from the little that is given. 


Certainly Mary and Joseph taught Jesus in much the 


same way we teach our children. And like our children, 
the most important things he learned came from his 
home environment. 


The purpose of the -gospels, however, is not: 
biographical. Rather they are selective in the data they 
present, and those data are interpreted in a Christ- 
centered way. Personages other than Jesus are 


‘mentioned only to the extent that they contribute to this 


overall purpose. That Mary’s true blessedness lies in her 
discipleship is shown in both Mark’s and Luke’s gospels. 


ST. PAUL the Apostle, a brilliant, strong, passionate 
man, stands as an example of faith and wisdom. From 
Paul we can learn compassion and tolerance. Our 
century is no less in need of these things than his. 


With the involvement of the laity in parishes, we see 
people coming together in their common bond of faith. 
Slowly but surely we grow in faith, knowledge and 
wisdom. 


We can learn from 
little children too

Time was drawing near for our son’s first 
penance and a parents’ meeting was called. 
We assembled in the gym, a mixed bag of 
adults, jeaned and pin-striped, first-child- 
young and fast-child-weary. 


Over coffee it became apparent that we 
shared, with varying degrees of concern: 
What are our children learning about their 
religion and what is our role in it? 


NO ONE QUARRELED with the 
observation that “religion certainly isn’t being 
taught as it was in our day.” A few expressed 
genuine regret for the demise of the old 
Baltimore Catechism’s neat questions and 
answers. A few applauded reservedly the 
colorful new texts with talking animals and 
scarcely a mention of dogma. 


Most recognized that the children are 
encouraged to develop a real social con- 
science, something generally missing in an era 
when we “bought” black and yellow. babies in 
far-off missions and seldom bothered with 
inequities close to home. 


But the majority of us felt that our children 
were not learning doctrine. We missed the 
security of a quiz to test knowledge and felt 
uncertain about launching our own program. 


THE GUIDELINES in the children’s 
books and notes brought home from the 
teacher stressing the primary role of parents 
in teaching children religion added to our 
frustration. Unlike the “new math” which 
parents can leave to the experts, the “new 
religion” is something we parents are 
supposed to know about. 


The guidelines laid heavy emphasis on 
parent-child discussions and _ participation 
projects. We did not hesitate to point out how 
much easier it is to ask for memorized 
answers than to initiate a conversation about 
sharing around the dinner table. 


We asked, “Is religion just a value system, 
loving and caring, God in a flowered felt 
banner and truth baked in achocolate cake?” 
“Do children ever get beyond the symbolism 
of the media message to the lesson within?” 
“Has the Catholic faith become so watered 
down that love your neighbor is all there is?” 


The mutual teaching of 
Jesus and his mother

The gospels are statements of the church’s 


faith in the identity and mission of Jesus. As — 


such they are selective in the data they 
present, and those data are interpreted in a 
Christ-centered way, that is, Christologically. 


One result is that personages other than 
Jesus are mentioned only to the extent that 
they contribute to this overall purpose. 


EVEN A PERSON as important as Mary 
appears seldom and. then not for her own 


_ sake, but for her Christological significance. 


This is disappointing. We should like to 
know more about her as a distinct individual 
and about her relationship with her son. But 
we can only read between the lines, and we 
must be careful not to read too much there. 


Still, from the little we know about her and 
the relatively great deal we know about Jesus, 
we can make some fairly safe surmises. The 
first impressions Jesus must have ex- 
perienced as an infant would have been the 
soft, protective warmth of her body, the 
sound of her voice, the sight of her smile. 


IT WOULD HAVE been Mary, with 
Joseph, who taught him to walk and talk, 
coaxed him to eat, dried his tears, disciplined 
him. He learned his first prayers from her lips, 
came to know family customs, so deeply 
rooted in the religion of the Jewish people. 


Too, she watched him grow into a distinct, 
independent young man and experienced the 


pain of the generation gap. Historical or not, 
Luke’s story of the finding of the boy in 
the temple strikes a true-to-life note when it 
concludes with the remark that “they (Joseph 
and Mary) did not grasp what he said to them” 
(Luke 2:50). 

From what we know, we must conclude 
that their mutual relationship was warm and 
tender and sympathetic and, like all such 
relationships, brought them both deep joy 
and profound sorrow. 


MARY IS mentioned in only one passage 
shared by the first three gospels. The basic 
form of the passage is in Mark, where it has 
two parts, 3:20-21 and 31-35. 

The first part mentions only “his own,” but 
that this phrase includes Mary is indicated by 
the mention, in the second part, of his mother 
and brothers and-sisters who have come 
leoking for him, presumably to persuade him 
to come home with them. 

When Jesus is told they are there, he asks 


his hearers: “Who are my mother and my_ 


brothers?” And gazing around at those 
seated in circle, he continued, “These are my 
mother and brothers. Whoever does the will 
of God is brother and sister and mother to 
me” (Mark 3:33-34). 


MATTHEW and Luke edited Mark’s 
version to soften the rather harsh impression 
given by Mark, and Luke has Jesus saying: 
“My mother and my brothers are those who 
hear the word of God and act upon it” (Luke 
8:21). 


“Did Jesus ever intend that there be more?” 


“FAITH WITHOUT good works is dead” 
was an almost incidental lesson of my youth, 
but for my children it is the essential 
admonition. I thought about that for a 
moment and made a mental note to think it 
through thoroughly after I got home. I finally 
came to the conclusion that an emphasis on 
good works portends well for the future of 
their world. 


Having mingled among conversation 
groups, the elderly monsignor was sensitive 
to our problems and dealt with them in his 
talk. One father greeted the announcement 
that the children would be tested before being 
permitted to receive communion with a 
stern nod of satisfaction. 


The monsignor then gave us his criteria for 
passing: “We must be satisfied that the child 
understands that God loves him. And he 
must know that he shows his love for God by 
being good to others.” 


THEN HE SMILED and said, “Tve never 


had to fail a child.” 


He reminded us, too, of three adages that 
have earned their familiarity by their wisdom: 


“If you become a teacher by your pupils 
you'll be taught;” “A little child shall lead 
them;” “Let the little children come to 
me...The reign of God belongs to such as 
these. Trust me when] tell you that whoever 
does not accept the kingdom of Godasa child 


The meaning of both versions is clear: True 
discipleship is much more important than 
blood relationship. 


Luke alone has another passage with the 
same message. “A woman from the crowd 
called out, “‘Blest is the womb that bore you 
and the breasts that nursed you!’ ‘Rather,’ he 
replied, ‘blest are they who hear the word of 
God and keep it” (Luke 11:27-28). 


THIS IS NOT rejection of Mary, but a 
statement that her true blessedness lies in her 
discipleship. St. Augustine captured this truth 
in a memorable remark: “Mary was more 
blest in believing than in conceiving.” 


In the fourth gospel Mary figures promi- 
nently in the story of the marriage feast at 
Cana, but only as an actor in a little drama 
designed to reveal her son’s glory. She 
appears as a real historical person, of course; 
three times the narrative refers to her as the 
mother of Jesus. 


But in the symbolism characteristic of this 
gospel, she is something more, and this 
explains Jesus’ puzzling reply to her-obser- 
vation that “they have no more wine.” 


-“Woman,” he answered, “how does this 


concern of yours involve me? My hour has 
not yet ied (John 2:3-4). 


will not enter into it” (Luke 18:16). 


IN PREPARING our children for their first 
penance, he urged us to establish a daily 
routine of prayer; playing and participating. 
And he suggested a bedtime talk as a good 
way to end the day. 


Noting that a popular poem, “Children 
learn what they live,” hangs in many homes, 
he added, “If a child lives with religion, he 
learns to believe.” 


Answers never come easily to me. I see 
both sides of a question, and it takes a while 
for me to sort it out. I sent my son to the 
reconciliation room for his first penance with 
some reluctance. But when he emerged 
grinning broadly and skipping joyfully, his 
contagious enthusiasm made us eager for the 
sacrament. 


“SHOULD HE memorize an Act of 


Contrition?” I had anxiously asked his: 


teacher. the week before. “No, he can make 
one up,” she said. And he did. Finally, [began 
realizing that he is learning doctrine but they 
are his words. His answers prove that he does 
understand.

As we watch him learn about his Christian 
heritage and accept it joyfully, we realize 
that we can indeed learn from him too. 


THIS IS JUST one of the many difficulties . 
in what seems to be a simple enough story. 
Why “woman?” It is true that this was a: 
respectful way for a man to address a lady, 
but there is no precedent for a son so to 
address his mother. For John, the term is 
symbolic and theological. 


Mary turns up just once more in this gospel 
(19:25-27), and again she is called “woman.” 
In another Johannine writing there is a 
mysterious “woman” who gives birth to the 
Messiah (Revelation 12). 


In all three instances, the “woman” is the 
people of God, the church or (in Revelation) 
Israel. And so in the Cana scene Jesus is 
addressing not -his mother so much as his 
church, and telling it that it plays no effective 
role in his work before his “hour,” the hour of 
his passion-death-glorification. 


THIS HOUR can be anticipated in a 
sense, but only to foreshadow his glory. The 
Cana incident is called “this first of his signs.” 
And “thus did he reveal his glory, and his 
disciples believed in him” (John 2:11). This is 


the real point of the narrative as far as Johnis , 


concerned. 


Jesus’ answer, then, was not a rebuff since, 


in the context of the gospel, it was not teal 


intended for her personally. 


St. Paul, maligned preacher

Nancy Friday in her book, “My Mother, My 
Self,” drives home the point that most women 
have the problem of simply living out, at 
subconscious levels, the attitudinal and 
behavioral patterns of their hidden fears. 


And we blame mothers rather than struggle 
with our own. individual identities, for 
projection is always an easier process than 
alteration. So our mothers live on in us as 
bundles of assumptions we picked up in 
childhood. : 


MS. FRIDAY says that our lack of nerve 
lets this go on and on. 


We may or may not agree with Ms. Friday’s 
analysis in our relationships with our 
mothers. But we are aware that we do project 
a good deal and that learning how and why we 
project is a giant jump in maturation. 


We have often experienced that the 
shadows of self which we cannot face are 
what we reject in others. 


CONSIDER St. Paul for a moment. He 
may be buried along with our mothers, 
divorced people, Indians, blacks, poor—the 
list of our “rejections ala our projections” gets 
lengthy. 


Recently I saw a letter advertising “The 
Christian Yellow Pages” which urge custo- 
mers to shop only at businesses run by born- 
again Christians, a form of economic-boycott 
aimed at Catholics, Jews and anybody who 
doesn’t share the religious views of the 
publishers. 


In the ad, St. Paul is quoted ostensibly in 
support of such bigotry. Now I call that 
projection—asking this marvelous-man who 
truly believed in the shared coexistence of 
church and synagogue (Romans 9-11) to go to 
bat for business bigotry? 


THIS SAME St. Paul whose words I meet 
on streetcorners quoted at me in literal 
ways—this Paul who knew myth and 
metaphor in ways that make great poets envy 
him. 

Biblical scholars are telling us we need to 
see Paul the Apostle again as he was. Many 
have learned to read him through the eyes of 
later thinkers. We are inclined to see Paul as 
that man of sudden disposition who, violently 
converted, left Judaism hurriedly, proclaim- 
ing loudly the invalidity of Judaism. Not so. 


Krister Stendahl, the Lutheran theologian 
from Harvard, wrote: “It becomes clear that 
the usual conversion model of Paul the Jew 
who gives up his former faith to become a 


Christian is not the model of Paul but ours. 


Our vision is often more obscured by what we . 


think we know than by our lack of knowledge. 


“PAUL WAS chiefly concerned about the 
relationship between Jews and Gentiles— 
and in the development of this concern he 
used as one of his arguments the idea of 
justification by faith” (“Paul Among Jews and 
Gentiles,” Harvard Press, 1976). 


The more we understand the Paul of the 
Christian scriptures the harder it becomes to 
imagine him being used to sell “The Christian 
Yellow Pages,” proselytizing Jews, or 
insisting that one can only be Christian if 
reborn in a fundamentalist style. 


Granted, Paulis hard to imagine. He is such 
a big human that often to see him we need to 
minimize him to fit our less expansive eyes. 
This intense, mystical, overreaching and 
overbearing man, passionate to extremes and 
repentant at having to make anyone hurt, has 
often been minimized in his long journey 
through human history. 


HE MORE resembles a wild William Blake 
than a stadium preacher, more a passionate 
poet like John Berryman than a writer of dry 
apologetics. A Jew through and through who 
believed Jesus to be his Lord without foisting 
his- opinion as final judgment on his own 
people. 


We may ask: Why have we found it 


necessary to project our images out onto 


Paul, thus not perceiving him? 
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Religion has often been described as a 
matter of “ultimate concern’—that is, the 
depth questions about our relatedness to 
God and ourselves. Paul is deep and we may, 
by projection, tend to want to bring him into 
more shallow water where we are. 


BIG PEOPLE are hard to understand. 
They are not one-dimensional and we tend to 
see only one side of them. 


We do not perceive that they have 
contraries, drives, forces within themselves, 
just as we do, that need balancing, centering 
—not elimination. So we tend to reduce them 
to one aspect, the one that we need them to 
have. What we cannot imagine or experience 
we imagine not to be. 


Paul was big—a giant interpreter of 
‘Christian faith—and the tendency in every 
generation is to seek to nail down dogmas 
which make that interpretation final. And 
usually it is St. Paul who will not stay in the 
certitude box we try to build. 


TODAY, in an age of ecumenism and 
pluralism, we are rethinking many of our 
assumptions, especially about Judaism. St. 
Paul, we now realize, accepted the continuing 
validity of God’s call to the Jewish people. 


We Christians today must come to grips 
with this reality in our own theology, learning 
from Judaism as it speaks to us on its own 
terms. This is a process of dialogue, not 
proselytism.

Vatican ‘interested’ in 


Camp David accord 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
The Vatican is very. inter- 
ested in the Camp David 
agreement. but must study 
it further before com- 
menting, said a Vatican 
spokesman the day after 
the meeting ended. 

‘The Holy See has 
followed the Camp David 
meeting with great interest 
and is following and 
examining. its results with 
equal interest,” said the 
Vatican spokesman, Father 
Romeo Panciroli. 


VATICAN diplomats in 
the United States and the 
Middle East are gathering 
further information on the 
Camp David accord and on 
the reaction to it, he said. 

The Vatican daily news- 
paper, L’Osservatore 
Romano, printed three 


stories in its Sept. 18 issue 
on the Camp David meet- 
ing. 

The paper said that the 
announcement of a peace 
agreement “crowned the 
hopes of those who have 
followed the 13 days of 
meetings with trepidation. 


“ACCORDING to the first 


‘reactions, these 13 days 


will go down in history for 
having definitely affirmed 
the desire for peace of all 
men of good will,” said the 
Vatican daily. 

The paper also said that 
the announcement “‘im- 
mediately made Carter’s 
stock soar.in Congress, 
even among Republicans.” 

Vatican Radio reported 
the key elements of the 
agreement without com- 
ment.

Padre Pio controversy continues 
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Requiem mass, 
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VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Ten years after his death, 
famed Italian stigmatist 
‘Padre Pio is advancing 
along the torturously slow 
path toward canonization. 


But for Padre Pio, as for 
other famous and revered 
Catholics of recent times, 
official church recognition 
of sanctity may take 
hundreds of years. 


PADRE PIO, a Capuchin 
priest who died in a monas- 
tery in southern Italy Sept. 

_ 23, 1968, bore the marks of 
Christ's crucifixion on his 
hands, feet and side for the 
last 50 years of his life. 


The Holy See, however, 
has never officially ruled 
whether the famed Francis- 
can received the stigmata 
through supernatural inter- 


vention. 


Throughout most of 
Padre Pio’s 81 years of life, 
the Holy See and the official 
church viewed with great 
unease the activities which 
surrounded the daily life of 
the friar. 


DURING his lifetime, the 
Vatican sent several official 
apostolic visitors to Padre 
Pio’s monastery. at San 
Giovanni Rotondo in Puglia 
to investigate goings-on 
which often included near 
hysterical manifestations 
of devotion for the priest. 


The. concern of the Holy 
See was not over the 
holiness of Padre Pio, which 
few doubted, but rather 
with the great acclaim 
shown by the faithful.

extraordinary happenings 
reportedly worked through 
Padre Pio’s intercession 
continue to pour into his 
Rome office.

“THE MORE publicity and 
controversy that exists 
around a person, the harder 
it is to. make progress in the 
cause,” said Father Da 
Siena. 


In easier cases, the 
Vatican has been known to 
take hundreds of years to 
reach a final decision. 


No matter how long the 
Vatican takes to make a 
judgment on Padre Pio, 
however, hundreds of 
thousands of Catholics 
continue to stream to the 
tiny village in the hills ofthe 
Gargano Peninsula where 
Padre Pio lived and is 
buried.

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Talking point—supervisors ignore protests 


Should PP continue to receive tax dollars? 


By Mary Solsbak 


Mrs. Solsbak is president 
of the Right to Life Council of 
San Diego County. 


If three out of five members of 
the county board of supervisors 
were Catholics and most of the 
directors of education for the past 
10 years were also Catholics, 
there would be an outcry against 
their participating in voting 
money for Catholic education. 

Yet three out of the five super- 
visors of San Diego County and 
three of the four directors of the 
county health department since 
1967 have close links with 
Planned Parenthood as directors 
or sponsors, and still are per- 
mitted to vote for federal Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEW) 
funds to continue to go to PP. 


THE INVESTIGATION of Plan- 
ned Parenthood funding from 
public or taxpayer sources was 
stressed this year because of the 
continuing trend of PP to preach 
sex-on-demand, coupled with 
anti-Catholic propaganda of the 
most vicious kind. 


“About Sex” and “A far cry from 
yesterday” were the titles of 
Planned Parenthood films shown 
to a group of San Diego citizens by 
the Pro-Family Coalition early in 
June. Both films were offensive, 
obscene, medically inaccurate 
and highly misleading. 

Our objective, after investiga- 
tion, was to cut off the HEW Title 
10 funds which were due for 
renewal by the San Diego County 


_ Board of Supervisors. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS on the 
1978-79 budget were held during 
July. Planned Parenthood re- 
quested and received $200,000, 
in spite of our vigorous protests 
which were rudely opposed by the 
supervisors themselves. 


Enduring the rudeness and 
disinterest of the supervisors, ten 
individuals and representatives of 
eight local groups protested the 
continued funding and requested 
an hour of the board’s time to 
present adequately objections on 
the misuse of tax dollars. 

Organizations included the 
Right to Life Council, Pro-Family 
Coalition, San Diego Pro-Life 
League, Knights of Columbus, 


Prolife Medical Association of 


California, Concerned Parents for 
Decency, Creative Science Insti- 
tute, and Women Volunteers in 
Politics. 

ALL REQUESTS for presenta- 
tion time were ignored by the 
board, and board chairwoman 
Lucille Moore abruptly told the 
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Hedgecock...wife a PP director 


representatives that ‘anything 
you have to say can be said in five 
minutes.” 


At the first hearing we learned, 
on their own submissions, that 
three supervisors have strong ties 
with Planned Parenthood, surely a 
strong conflict of interest. 


Supervisor Lee Taylor donates 
$1,000 each year to PP. The wife 
of Supervisor Roger Hedgecock 
sits on the board of directors of 
PP, and Supervisor Lucille Moore 
helped to set up the East San 
Diego Planned Parenthood Clinic. 


ONE OBJECTION introduced by 


‘those testifying for life was the 


anti-Catholic bias shown by 
Planned Parenthood speakers 


Jocally and the literature dissem- 


inated nationally. Numerous 
examples of the literature were 
given tothe supervisors, including 
the blatant anti-religious bias of 
cartoons and a book recom- 
mending abortion. 


The board ignored the concrete 
evidence before them and chose, 
instead, to accept the report of a 
member of the county public 
health department who found the 
tenor of the materials to be 
“neither anti-Catholic nor anti- 
religious but rather ecumenical 
and spiritual in nature.” 


It is apparent that the San Diego 
County Board of Supervisors and 
their staffs know little about the PP 
contract and about the require- 
ments concerning agencies 
receiving tax funds. The public 
health department, responsible 
for monitoring the contract, could 
not produce for us any evidence of 
monitoring. 


AT ONE HEARING Supervisor 
Hedgecock said that the board 
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had no choice about awarding the ~ 
contract to PP and the Urban 
League because they have the 
lower cost per. patient. 


Dr. Georgia Reaser of the public 
health department, who is listed 
as manager of the contracts, did 
not know where the Urban Lea- 
gue’s Family Planning Center is 
located, as evidenced by her 
giving the wrong address at the 
hearing. 


Yet year after year the board has 
renewed the contract to PP with 
nothing to show that the county 
has benefitted by their services. 
No monitoring, no staff evalua- 
tion, nothing. 


THE FIRST evaluation—or an 
attempt at evaluation—was made 
two months after we began asking 
to see it. The contract is seven 
years old. 


We are truly concerned for the 
health and safety of the very 
young teens who avail themselves 
of services readily offered by PP. 


One study shows an 800 per- 
cent increase in Pap smears 
labelled “suspicious” in patients 
15 to 22 years old. Pap smears 
give evidence of possible cancer- 
ous conditions. The increase: is 
attributed by the study to promis- 
cuity and the pill. 

THE PP FILM “About Sex”. shows 
a doctor stating that abortion is 
easy, Safe, with no complications 
or dangers to future births. 


PP has come a long way from 


the position they held in 1965 
which then stated: “An abortion 
kills the life of a baby after it has 
begun. It is dangerous to your life 
and health.” 


Now they say: “We think that 


having an abortion is more moral 
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than bringing an unwanted child 
into this world. Having a medical 
abortion before the 20th week is 
safer than giving birth—so don’t 
let anyone tell you it is a danger- 
ous Operation.” 


PP’S OWN FIVE year plan 
projects increasingly higher VD 
rates, teenage pregnancy and 
abortion rates..In effect, they 


‘project the failure of the very 


programs which they claim are 
the solution to these problems. 


Since PP receives 74 percent of 
its funds from our taxes, itis 
shocking to read that they ask 
their patients to write to their 
legislators to lobby for abortion 
rights. They provide space, 
stationery, and even a coach to 
help with the wording in order to 
assure “greater. response.” 


Our conclusion is that Planned 
Parenthood espouses a philo- 
sophy which is objectionable to 
many, many taxpayers. They do 
not meet the requirements of 
HEW neutrality, and they have 
shown only failure in their goal of 
reducing teen pregnancy. 


IN FACT, they project a con- 
tinuing failure, with skyrocketing 
numbers of pregnancies and a 
complementary need for tax 
dollars. 


The San Diego County Board of 
Supervisors has remained blind 
and deaf to the testimony and 
evidence presented to them. We 
can only condemn the action of 
the board in granting tax dollars to 
Planned Parenthood. 


If you agree that your tax dollars 
should not be used to undermine 
the moral values taught by the 
church, let your supervisor and 
congressman hear from you. 
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
